1. ABGARIAN IS PERMITTED TO RECEIVE ANY AMOUNT OF MAIL, BUT 
DELIVERY IS NORMALLY DELAYED BECAUSE IT PASSES THROUGH CENSORS. 
HE CAN MAIL ONE LETTER PER WEEK, WHICH IS ALSO READ BY PRISON 
AUTHORITIES. 

2. HE DID NOT EXPRESS A DESIRE FOR MONEY TO SUPPLEMENT PRISON 
FARE IN THE PERSONAL DISCUSSION WITH CONSUL GENERAL HELD ON 
AUGUST 1. IF MONEY IS SENT IT SHOULD BE DONE THROUGH REGULAR 
MAIL PROCEDURE. HIS FIANCE IS NOW LIVING IN ALGECIRAS AND SEES 
HIM OFTEN BUT SHE HAS NOT CONTACTED THE CONSULATE GENERAL RE- 
QUESTING HELP OF ANY KIND. 

3. ABGARIAN'S LAWYER KNOWS NOTHING ABOUT HAVING BEEN DISMISSED 
EVEN THOUGH THEY TALKED LESS THAN ONE WEEK AGO. SUBJECT WILL BE 
MOVED FROM ALGECIRAS TO CADIZ WITHIN ONE OR TWO WEEKS TO AWAIT 
TRIAL. THIS IS NORMAL PROCEDURE. IN CADIZ CONSULAR PERSONNEL 
WILL HAVE BETTER ACCESS TO HIM AND WILL MAKE FURTHER ASSESSMENTS 
AT THAT TIME.
